The Los Angeles Police Department has characterized ^ 

i Stompanato as a notorious pimp in the Los Angeles area. He was 
regarded by the police as the procurer of girls for Mickey Cohen's 
of -town contacts. Stompanato was the subject of a Bureau White Slave 
jfrrfdiic Act case in 1956. Information was developed that ^mpanaito 
f sending girls from Los Angeles to Las Vegas, Nevada. -Prosecution was 
.1 declined by the United States Attorney. 




Attached is a copy of an identification record of one John 
Stompanato, FBI #257318A, who may be identical with the individual slain. 
This record reflects arrests beginning in 1949 for vagrancy, general 
principles, investigation, traffic violation and ending in 1952 for

however, she qsked for a Bible and a rosary*. Only naive Korth 
American people, overcome by Jewish influence, are capable of 
being lenient with such clowns. The understanding attitude of 
the prostitutes; COBEN's cunning and the characteristics of the 
boldness and popularity of STOMPANATO show that the loves of 
these artists are only (useful) to reach a subtle stage and to 
cover up a politioal murder of Jewish conspirators. 

What I have said justifies writing this letter. It 
could have been developed in many other ways. The punishment 
must set an example. Public revenge of the people of the United 
States and of the rest of the world demands it because of the 
fane of the people involved. The problem of the Jews, seoundrels 
and Mirxist criminals in Hollywood must be cleared up.
